A Bill apportioning $300,000 a-
mongst the Counties (making less
than half the amount of tax fixed by
the Revenue Board) was drawn up
and its passage urged by the Trensurer.
The Bill passedd the Senate ; but from
some cause(more of carelessness than
any other) failed to pass the House,
The departments were then compelled
to gettle on the Revenne Board's valu-
ation,

And 5o the valuation of our county
as fixed by the Board of Revenue
Commissioners at their last meeting,
during the latter part of Mr, Slenker's
administration, for the years 18686,
1867 and 1868 was made out. There
was no fraud nor cheat about the

matter, but the tax was settled and fix-
ed by the Board of Revenne Commis-
si of which the Hon., Isaac
Slenker, late Demoeratie Aaditor Gen-
ernl, was one who was active and con-
senting in the matter, :
